Class History 


There's a road in our hearts—a lane full of memories, cherished memories, of the “Best Years of 
Ovr Lives" as the poets would say. So beor with us and follow us up the 


"MEMORY SPIRAL” 


September 8, 1947: 


How well we'll remember our first day at East Side. The confusion, the noise, the mispronunciation 
of names, strange new faces, and, of course, Mr. Horwitz. That first day opened the path of a new 
life. Ah yes, we shall never forget those first few weeks at East Side. Remember? The big school, the 
new homerooms, the bossy seniors, the stairs that confused us (with the help of elevator tickets), and 
of course the cafeteria. How could we forget that room—when we went there, we were a famished 
hoard of animals, and when we went out—well, we were still a hoard of animals, We pushed and al- 
though we started out а! the beginning of the line, it seems that before the seniors got finished, we 
were left still waiting, wonder why? (Hey, Le'me in ahead'a you, huh?) And of course there was home 
work. At the end of our busy school day, we would go home and bury our nose in our books, anxious 
to make tha! good impression on our teachers. But as the rutine of school set in we began to feel 
more comfortable, We had started to make our appearances at Room 109, we began marking up the 
desks (a sign that we were already getting acquainted with the school), and of course, we ran our 
first dance. 


Yes, we ran our first dance. We shall never forget it. Our social life didn't get off to a very good 
start, Everyone thought more of eating than of dancing. And the boys (at least most of them) didn't 
even come to hold up the walls.

We took 
high school life in our stride, and we became good friends (?) of Mr. Adickman. Now we felt good. 
At least we could look down on the freshmen. And we began to grunt at the sight of our schedules. 
Of course the teachers were rather harassed by our school work. What was it they wondered? No one 
did their home work. Why? Television sets became popular. Instead of talking about history, English, 
е!с., everyone was saying: "Did you watch Milton Berle last night." And then a couple of months later, 
it was: "George! | didn't do my homework." They were the good old days. 


И was then that we got to know Mr. Flamm, our guidance counselor better, and gently he broke 
the news of our class dues. To help us along with the payment of our dues, we inaugurated a magazine 
selling campaign. We wore our fingers and knuckles ringing doorbells and made the campaign a huge 
success, We were rich! At least we were rich the day when we heard of the outcome of the campaign. 
But we never saw the money. Instead, it was deducted from our dues. So, it served its purpose just 
as well, 


Well, we ran our second dance. It was a St. Patrick's Day Dance, and everyone was decked out in 
green. A prize was awarded to the most unusual outfit at the dance. At least the boys came this time 
to hold up the walls. Yes, some of them even dropped their He-man roles and danced?. Of course we 
weren't much better. Everyone stumbled over each other, but we thought we were dancing divinely. 
(Ouch! My toel) It was an experience, and we all did have fun. 


Next came the 11-B elections. At least we had a chance to exercise our democratic rights, so we 
elected:

Richard Roemer Treasurer 
Marion Skibicki Secretary 


Tired after the first half of our journey, we stopped along the wayside for a brief rest. We were 
all talking our plans for summer vacation; the joy we would find from not having to do homework; and 
the anticipation of coming back to school in September to be treated as vpper classmen. 


Much to our disappointment, we were not greeted as upper classmen. We simply were juniors. 
That's all. The freshmen didn't seem to notice, the sophs were too busy looking down on the fresh- 
men, and the seniors were too busy with each other. Again we groaned about our schedules, and 
this being our junior year, our school work became harder. Harder? |t seemed impossible. We would 
greet a fellow classman walking through the halls, counting the splinters on Washington's rowboat. And 
you would see a girl, shorthand paper in hand, with a lot o[ little curleques on it that even she did 
not understand. Or, we would all complain about the big English Grammar test we were to expect. 
How silly! How could we pass the test if we didn'! know a noun from a verb. (But we sure learned 
fast, in time for most of us to poss the test.) And, of course, we could also see Mr. Натт walking 
through the halls stopping us each time. The usual cry was "Are you paying your dues?" We began 
to think that was all there was to high school life, but we soon learned that this was not so. For ahead 
of us were all of the activities of the upper classmen. 


January 9, 1950: 


The first of these activities was our 11B dance. We wondered why we sold so many tickets. Well, 
it was because we got out of school early if we bought a ticket.” But really it was fun. We held it in 
ће Girl's Gym, and a few boys actually dared leave the walls. Imagine! 


Of course, no class history would be complete without mentioning our class rings. Those little 
things that we skimped and saved for. Ah yes, that was the real sign; the sign that we were "upper 
classmen." How proud everyone was. All you could hear the seniors saying was: "What size is yours?" 
And knowing that the size was much too big or much too small, that question was always followed by 
— "let me try yours on." | don't suppose one can guess why that's a tradition in our school, but who 
question's East Side's traditions???? Yes, our rings are one of the material remembrances of our high 
school days. 


May 5, 1950: 


The Junior Frolicl! At last, our first night dance! We really appreciated the fact that we could have 
that night dance. The dance committee well remembers how long it took us to use our (?) influence to 
obtain permission for use of the school at night. It was a big affair and we even had two bands. We 
swayed to the rhythm of Latin American music in the girls gym, and danced to the beat of East Side's 
band in the boy's gym. Everyone had a wonderful time and thoroughly enjoyed himself. It was semi- 
formal dress, and the girls looked lovely all dressed up and the boys—well, they actually owned a suit! 


June 24, 1950: 


It was at this time that the athletes of our class had their moment of glory. For our baseball team 
won the city championship. Much to the surprise of everyone excep! East Siders, the team registered 
a series of stunning upsets, ending up as finalists in the State Tournament. 


We ended our Junior Year in a very happy frame of mind, with these officers to guide us into 
Our senior year:

September 14, 1950: 


Well, we're coming to the end of the road now. Ahead of us lie all of the activities that our senior 
year brings. These fleeting moments of pleasure shall be treasured for the rest of our lives. For the 
first half of our senior year, the officers were:

Yes, we came back to school—and the painters came; the carpenters сате; the boilermen came; 
the oilmen came; the bricklayers came; the repairmen came; and the teachers went—crazy! But never- 
theless, through all of the confusion, East Side had its face lifted. 


October 19, 1950: 


Then came the day when our faces were to be marked for posterity—our pictures were taken. For 
a whole week, the boys wore their suits, and the girls were continually combing their hair. We smiled, 
the photographer frowned, the camera broke. 


October 27, 1950: (Senior Rec.) 


At last we got up in the world. We were officially seniors. We were recognized. Of course the 
girls were talking about their clothes months in advance, and finally the day came. Smart! dresses, high 
heels, sore feet, pretty flowers, neat suits, sharp neckties, clicking cameras, ond tired boys and girls 
This can pretty well sum up our Rec. Of course we had the dance after school, but a lot of us used it 
to rest up before our escapade to New York. The boys followed their old policy of holding up the gym 
walls at the dance— 


The band played 
The girls swayed 
The boys stayed- 

Seated! 


Important now, was the start of our work on the Torch, which was to be the first Torch to be pub- 
lished by an out of state firm from Wisconsin. Under Mr. Натт 5 watchful guidance, committees were 
formed, opinions were formed, and the material was deformed. But in the end, as a result of all of our 
efforts, we have this Torch—something we can open in a few years and remember the fun we had in 
school, 


December 1, 1950: Our Prom 


Stardust, the theme of our prom was well chosen. For really, everyone had stardust in their eyes 
at the Prom. The girls looked lovely in their gowns, and most of the boys surprised everyone by com 
ng in tuxedos. The vocalists made use of the P. A. system which was our gift to the school. The Prom 
was one of the high spots of the social whirl. How excited everyone was over it. The arrangements 
before, and the discussion after shall be a cherished memory in this crowded Memory Spiral. 


April 20, 1951 


Then came the really big dance, Harbor Lights! Everyone was there. || was the dance to end all 
dances. We couldn't recognize the boy's gym through the splendid decorations, and, although it wasn't 
formal, we were all dressed up in our very best for what was to be the finale of our high school activi 
ties. The faculty attended, and there was an air of excitement in the air as many of us let our thoughts 
wander back to our past years а! East Side, remembering what we went through. The fun, the seriousness, 
and the patience of the teachers in helping to cram some knowledge in из. Yes, four years of happi- 


ness ran through our minds on the day of that big dance. And then it was over. And still one more 
social activity lay ahead. 


May 4, 1951 2nd Rec 


Our second Rec was a bigger Rec than our first Rec! It started out like a flash and ended with a 
bang. This time the boys danced! There was an abundance of sore toes as our gay lotharios finally let 
go of the walls, and surprisingly enough, the school stood up! We welcomed the 12B's into our upper 
social circle, and treated them with deliberate motherly attention. We donned our colorful spring frocks 
and established a one day fashion show at East Side. This was our last Rec, and we really made a day 
of it, ending up as usual, with tired feet and an aching body.

June 15, 1951—Spring Dance: 


The grand climax of our high school life was our farewell dance. The atmosphere was mingled 
with pleasure of happy recollections, and sorrow because we ore parting. We all had a good time and 
were looking forward to that all-important event— 

Graduation—June 20, 1951 


We were the diamond jubilee class—the 75th to graduate from East Side. At last the diamonds 
in the rough were polished. Finally we were ready to face the world in our separate ways. Ahead of 
us lies the brilliance of the rainbow, overshadowed somewhat by the world crises we are now facing. 
But however bad the situation may be, we hope to be able to follow the rainbow to our pot of gold. 
Wherever we go, whatever we do, in our hearts will always remain the memory of our treasured hours 
at East Side...
